tags of the assurance of the removal of restrictions. 
‘ * 
Further information from Washington says: 
The house conferees came out* victorious in conference this afternoon 
by securing adoption of the house’s removal of restrictions bill. 
Yesterday the house refused to concur in the senate amendments, and 
asked the senate for a conference committee. 
Congressmen Sherman, Knapp and Stephens were appointed by Speak­ 
er Cannon as the house conferees. 
The senate appointed Clapp, Curtis 
and Owen. 
Late yesterday afternoon Congressman McGuire’s name was substi­ 
tuted for that of Knapp and the conference was held this afternoon. 
The conference committee decided to report the bill as 
the house 
■ had it, making one-half Indian blood the limit, to cut out the senate pro- 
, vision for re-opening the roils, placed in at the instance of Senator Owen 
; and other minor changes that the senate committee made. 
It Aas a complete triumph for the house conferees and leaves the bill 
; substantially as it passed the house on May 14. 
There is no question 
about the adoption of the conference report in both houses. * Oklahoma 
democratic members are much displeased at the failure of Speaker Can­ 
non to place Congressman Carter on the conference committee. 
However 
after McGuire had begged Knapp to resign so he could get on, it was im­ 
possible for the speaker to name Cirter, as he 
would have made the 
third conferee from Oklahoma. 
McGuires efforts to make poetical capital out of his connection with 
the passage of the bill is nothing short of ludicrous. 
He was not present 
at half the conferences when the bill was being Originally drafted, and 
Speaker Cannon did not name z.m as an original 
conferee. 
Only 
after 
begging Knapp of New York, to resign late yesterday afternoon, did he 
secure k place on the committee. 
Chairman Sherman of the house committee on Indian affairs stated 
this evening that he was much chagrined because Carter was not one of 
the conferees. 


The bill as agreed upon by the conference committee 
reads substant­ 
ially as follows: 
g 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House cf Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That from and after sixty 
days from the date of this Act the status of the lands allotted heretofore 
or hereafter to allottees of the Five Civilized Tribes shrill, as regards re­ 
strictions on alienation cr incumbrance, be as follows: 
All lands, includ­ 
ing homesteads, of said allottees enrolled as intermarried whites shall be 
free from all restriction. 
All lands, including homesteads, of said allottees 
enrolled as freedmen shall be free from all restrictions. 
All lands, including homesteads, of said allottees enrolled as of less 
than half Indian blood shall be free from all restrictions. 
All lands, ex­ 
cept homesteads, of said allottees enrolled as mixed-blood Indians having 
half or more than half Indian blood shall be free from all restrictions" 
All homesteads of said allottees enrolled as mixed-blood Indians having 
half or more than half Indian blood and all allotted lands of enrolled liv­ 
ing full-bloods shall not be subject to alienation, contract to sell, power 
of attorney, or any other incumbrance prior to April twenty-sixth nineteen 
hundred and thirty-one, except that the Secretary of the Interior may re­ 
move such restrictions, wholly or in part, under such rules and regula­ 
tions concerning terms of sale and disposal of the proceeds for the bene­ 
fit cf the respective Indians as he may prescribe. 
The Secretary of the 
Interior shall not be prohibited by this Act from continuing to remove 
restriction as heretofore, and nothing herein shall be construed to impose 
restrictions removed from land by or under any law prior to the passage 
cf this Act: Provided, That these lands shall not be subjected or held ri­ 
al.Ie to any form of personal clai mor demand against the allottees arising 
or existing prior to the passage of this Act. 
Section 2. 
That all land allotted to adult allottees of the Five Civiliz­ 
ed Tribes and subject to restriction may be leased by the allottees, or in 
the case of minors as provided in section six hereof, for periods not ex­ 
ceeding five years without the privilege of renewal, except that oil, gas or 
other mineral leases for any period of time, and ether leases of adults if 
made ioi more than five years, of any such restricted lands, may be 
made with the approval of the Secretary of the Interior and not otherwise. 
Section 3. 
That the rolls of citizenship and of freedmen of the Five 
Civilized Tribes approved by the Secretary of the Interior shall be conclu­ 
sive evidence as to the age and the quantum of Indian blood of a n y en­ 
rolled citizen or freeman of said tribes to determine questions arising un­ 
der this Act. 


Section 4. 
That all land from which restrictions shall have been re­ 
moved shall be subject to taxation and all other civil burdens as though 
it were the property of other persons than allottees of the Five Civilized 
Tribes. 


Section 5. 
That any attempted alienation or incumbrance by deed, 
mortgage, contract to sell, power of attorney, or other instrument or meth 
od of incumbering real estate, made before or after the approval of this 
Act, which affects the title of the land allotted to allottees of the Five 
civilized Tribes prior to removal of restricions therefrom, and also any 
lease of such restricted land made in violation of law before or after he 
approval of this Act shall be absolutely null and void.

drunkenness, petty larceny and such

like sins at the island or elsewhere. 
Mrs. Lappen, more than any other one 
person, keeps these women in their 
homes, for she believes that it is the 
home which always counts. 
Her great home-saving method con­ 
sists in teaching the plain, definite 
every-day details that make the home 
—cooking and sewing. 
“The women in my 
charge 
don't 
know how to ‘manage,’ ” she says, gen­ 
erations of New England “thriftiness” 
sounding in her voice. 
“I know one woman whose husband 
earns $18 a week, and she lives in a 
locality I wouldn’t step into if my busi­ 
ness didn’t call me there—simply be­ 
cause she can’t cook and therefore all 


her husband’s money is frittered away 
buying stuff at the bakery and delica* 
tessen shops. 
“You go into her house *3 meal 
time and you’ll perhaps see a loaf of 
bread—baker’s bread—a 
knifj 
and 
some butter on the table, while her lit­ 
tle boy has gone down to the corner to 
the cooked food shop to get everything 
else. 
“So one big part of my business is 
to give extempore cooking lessons,” 
continued Mrs. Lappen. “Many house, 
hold disputes that end in assault and 
battery began with a discussion over 
burned bread or needless expenditura 
in the kitchen department. 
“Whenever I’m calling on my people 
and there’s a good opportunity I teach 
them how' to make their own bread, in­ 
stead of buying It. 
I tell them how 
much wiser it is to get a large piece of 
meat or a lot of vegetables at once 
and cook them one’s self than to live 
hand-to-mouth fashion by buying just 
enough for a single meal, already 
cooked. 
“Then I show them how to cut little 
dresses for their children and so save 
money that way. They are really sur­ 
prisingly eager to learn—they want to 
be economical in most cases, but it 
takes more knowledge than mcst of 
them possess to save in these times!” 
Mrs. Lappen has plans for a moth­ 
ers’ club, to meet afternoons and be a 
cooking club on a small scale. Really 
the greatest need, she thinks, in the 
lives of these women.is their inability 
to cook plain, simple food in a plain, 
simple way. 
Sh£ tells most interest­ 
ing stories of the quaint little notes 
she has received from women whom 
she taught to improve their home life. 
“He doesn’t kick so much since I 
cook right,” some of them say; or, “He 
ain’t drank since I shut up abusin’ 
him.” 
Mrs. Lappen has also just re­ 
ceived a beautiful knitted shawl from 
one of the probationers whom she has 
helped. 
She is firm in her faith that hers is 
the way to reach these women. 
“I’m not a bit discouraged at the re­ 
sults of my efforts during the last two 
years,” she says, “for Ive found out 
that human nature, even 
under the 
worst circumstances, isn’t so bad after 
all.”

Hens to Have Egg Contest. 
Winsted, 
Conn.—The 
Connecticut 
Agricultural college is to endeavor to 
ascertain “What does a hen’s keep 
cost?” 
An egg laying contest is to be com 
menced at the college October I, to 
be continued for one year, in which 
any poultryraan may take part in the 
state. Those who take part will send 
six pullets to the college agricultural 
station, where they will be cared for 
and fed according to a regular sys­ 
tem. 
A careful record of expenses 
and number of eggs laid will be kept. 
Each man’s chickens will be kept in 
separate coop and pen.

If many of the books look shabby 
in the bookcase cover them with tan 
moire paper. They can be marked on 
the back with India ink. 
Apple stains on the hands can be 
removed by fubbing them with the in­ 
side of the apple peel or with a little 
lemon juice. 
Rinse in clear water. 
Cups and jugs often show a want of 
strict cleanliness about the handles. 
This is easily prevented by an occa­ 
sional scrubbing with .a small well- 
soaped brush. 
Never place a good piece of furni­ 
ture very near a fireplace or register. 
The heat dries the wood and glue, oft­ 
en causing rot where the parts are 
joined together. 
Should the oven get too hot while 
baking put a cup of cold water in 
rather than leave the door open. In 
baking delicate cakes in a gas oven 
it is nearly always desirable to keep 
a small dish of water in the oven. 
To blacken tan boots 
wash 
the 
leather in rather strong soda water, 
but do not saturate it. 
When quite 
dry black the boots all over, using 
the cut half of a potato instead of a 
brush. 
Black thoroughly, then polish 
with a brush as usual. 
Vaseline stains on linen should be 
removed before the garments 
are 
washed, for, though the stains only 
look like grease, soap sets them. The 
right plan is to soak these stains, in 
kerosene, turpentine or alcohol be­ 
fore putting them in water.

Peter and Paul here, 
but they never blossomed until this 
spring, since the bishop’s death.

Smith, living one mile south of Cedar 
Point, has cribs on his place contain 
ing 12,000 bushels of corn. This large 
amount of grain is nothing out of the 
ordinary for Chase county farmers to 
have on hand at one time, but the 
unusual part in this case is that Mr. 
Smith gathered all of the corn from 
his 1898 crop, tem years ago. 
The corn was w'ell cribbed and has 
been thoroughly protected, alike from 
the storms of ten winters and the rains 
of a corresponding number of sum­ 
mers, so that it is as sound to-day as 
the fall it was gathered and placed in 
the crib. 
This year, as in the ten preceding 
years, when the 
township 
assessor 
made his rounds, Mr. Smith gave in 
his 12,000 bushels of corn. 
And this 
fall he w'ill pay taxes on it for the 
tenth time. 
Besides his large supply 
of corn, he has on hand also 6,000 or 
7,000 bushels of wheat which was 
threshed and stored five years ago. It 
is not extra good wheat, as the crop 
raised that year was a fight one, and 
the grains are now' considerably shriv­ 
eled, so that through shrinkage there 
are, no doubt, many bushels less than 
w'hen the grain was first stored. 
Smith has no special reason in hold­ 
ing his grain over for so many sea­ 
sons. 
It seems to be a hobby with 
him which he has always practiced, 
and there has probably not been a 
time in th* last 20 years but he has 


had from 10,000 to 20,000 bushels of 
grain in his cribs. 


SEEKS A PE R FEC T GRAPE. 


Government Completes Plan for 
portant Tests in New Jersey. 
Im 


Vineland, N. J.—The 
final papers 
have been signed by Secretary Wilson 
of the United States agricultural de­ 
partment for the establishment here 
of an experimental grape vineyard for 
the middle Atlantic states. 
An entire vineyard of more than 
IOO acres will be conducted on lines 
suggested by the department, and ten 
acres will be absolutely under the 
control of Prof. Husman, viticulturist, 
and Mr. Scheer, pathologist of the de­ 
partment, assisted by Dr. E. B. Voor 
hees of the New Jersey experiment 
station, w'ho will look after soil condi 
tions and fertilizers. 
It is the intention to cultivate some 
50 varieties of grapes to determine 
the very best to raise in the middle 
Atlantic states. 
The department will 
also experiment on the manufacture 
and preservation of grape juice. 
This project is hailed with delight 
by grape growers in this section. The 
ires seedling 
and 
Concord 
grapes 
raised in the middle Atlantic states 
are said to be the best flavored in the 
United States, 
but the 
government 
thinks they can be improved in qual­ 
ity and the 
production 
largely 
in­ 
creased per acre by adding science to 
the natural advantages of soil and cli* 
mate. 


Few men have experienced such a 
ride as that recently taken by W. V. 
Alford, an American, and assistant 
chief engineer of the Cerro de Pasco 
railroad of Peru, down the mountain 
side of the Andes, from 
the 
snow­ 
capped summit to the semi-tropical 
climate of the coast.

used was a stout, squatty handcar, ar­ 
ranged with two large spacious seats 
with leather 
cushions 
and 
lockers 
underneath for baggage.

The only motive power 
was gravity, older than the granite 
walls down which the trip was made 
sometimes at the rata of 40 miles 
an hour. 
Plunging down the side of the Andes 
on a 4Vi per 
cent, 
grade 
through | 
black tunnels, out onto bridges over 
yawning chasms hundreds 
of 
feet 
down to the seething waters, along 
walls 2,000 feet straight up into the ; 
clouds above, and just over the edge 
of the car on the opposite side one \ 
could look down into a canyon so deep j 
that the volcano of Vesuvius could be i 
be tumbled into it, and it would be j 
necessary to stop and look twice 
to 
see where it had gone. 
Such 
were ; 
the thrilling sights of 
the 
journey, j 
The famous canyon of the Colorado ! 
which attracts tourists from every part 
of the states and Europe would be but j 
an ordinary quebrada if seen in the 
rugged Andes. 
“A pebble on the rail as we swing 
around curves, at even 40 miles an 
hour, would 
be 
amply 
sufficient,” 
writes Mr. Alford, In telling of 
his 
experience, “to swing us into space, 
and unless a friendly condor caught 
us in his talons and sailed into a near­ 
by haven of safety the resulting fall 
would be disastrous to two ‘gringos’ 
tobogganing down the Andes. 
“At Ticlio we stopped long enough 
to look at Mount Meggs and the cross 
that graces the snow-capped summit, 
under which the tunnel Joins the At­ 
lantic and Pacific slopes. 
The cross 
on Mount Meggs Is 17,775 feet above 
ocean level. 
From Ticlio there Is 
a 
branch road running up into the moen- 
talns to a rich mining camp at Moroco- 
cha, situated on a beautiful lake of the 
same name. 
In fact there are three 
lakes, one above the other. The upper 
one, which is nearly two miles long 
and a half mile wide, is at an eleva­ 
tion of 16,000 feet. 
The edge of great 
glaciers are bathed in this lake, and 


perpetual snow covers the slope of tho 
mountains. 
“Tunnels, vertical walls cf rock four 
times as high as the Washington mon­ 
ument, steel bridges that span 
th® 
seething waters of mountain torrents, 
canyons that In midday are in th® 
apoora of twilight and Indian Pueblos, 
all of which, if seen by the eye as they 
pass in 
kaleidoscopic array, 
would 
produce unbounded 
enthusiasm and 
admiration, lose all their beauty and 
grandeur when reflected only in print­ 
er’s ink. 
Words, however well spoken 
or written, cannot give even a feeble 
impression of God’s playhouse, the 
Andes. 
“As we near the Pacific the grade be­ 
comes less and our car runs more slow*
